Before sutmitting to the Authority any recommendation for the 
intelligence program or any operating plan designed to carry out - 
-that program, the Director shell subatt such recommendations to the 
Intelligence Hard for concurrence or comment. If any member of 
the Board shall not concur in the recommendations, he shall have the 
right to submit a statement of hie views to the Authority to be 
considered in connection #ith the recommendations,
